SUGGESTED CHANGE IN 
SEAL INTERPRETATION. 
In a letter directed to the press of the state of 
Alabama, Mrs. Marie B. Owen, director of the 
department of archives and history, calls atten­ 
tion to the following: 
“Mr. Max Rogers, a member of the House of 
Representatives, at my request, has introduced a 
bill proposing a change in the motto which is in­ 
scribed upon the scroll carried in the beak of the 
eagle on the great seal of Alabama. 
The pres­ 
ent motto is ‘Here We Reat.’ 
The change pro­ 
posed is ‘We Drive Forward.’ 
“I am not at all wedded to the proposed slogan 
or motto but have suggested it as in direct op­ 
position to the present one which is based upon 
a legend now proven untrue. 
Please let me re­ 
fresh your memory as to the history of the great 
seal of Alabama. 
The original seal adopted in 
1817 when Alabama was a Territory, was a map 
of the state showing its principal rivers. 
The 
reconstruction legislature of 1868 abolished this 
historic old seal and substituted our present seal 
therefor, declaring in the act that the words 
‘Here We Rest’ should be shown at such place 
on the seal as the governor might direct. 
The 
present seal as you know is a circle with a di­ 
ameter of two and a quarter inches, near the 
edge of which is the word ‘Alabama’ and oppo­ 
site this the words ‘Great Seal.’ 
In the center 
of the seal there is an eagle on a shield and in 
the Saak o f the eagle is a scroll as above de­ 
scribed. 
The law says that this seal shall be 
called ‘The Great Seal of the State of Alabama.* 
“The origin of the phrase ‘Here We Rest’ is** 
based on an Indian legend given in the writings 
of an early Alabamian, Alexander B. Meek, in 
which the word ’Alabama’ was interpreted to 
mean ‘Here We Rest.’ Since that time men learn­ 
ed in both the Choctaw and Creek Indian lan­ 
guages, have declared that the word ‘Alabama’ 
means *Vegetatlon gatherers’ or ‘Thicket .clear­ 
er*/ 
It therefore is evident that the motto is 
false In H» historic significance and 
therefore 
should not be perpetuated on the great seal of 
the state. 
A hotter reason, however, for its dis­ 
use is that the phrase brings ridicule upon us by 
persons of other parts of the country indicating 
inertion and lack of energy, as it does. 
“The bill that was introduced by Mr. Rogqrs 
proposing the motto to be changed to ‘We Drive 
Forward,’ was presented at this time in order 
that the public might have an opportunity to dis­ 
cuss the matter before the summer session of 
the legislature when action may be taken. 
I 
will thank you to ask your readers to make sug­ 
gestions to you and when these have been made 
please send them on to me in order that I may 
lay them before the committee on revision of 
laws, to which the bill has been referred. 
I" *

the inscription on the *Great Seal ?

to criticise the state of Alabama in a light vein? 
Many companies have slogans in business, some 
slogans mean what they intend to convey, other 
slogans are forgotten after they are first placed 
before the public. 
It isn’t what the slogan con­ 
veys in thought so much as it is the temper of 
the stgel' back of the slogan. 
It makes no particular difference one way or 
the other if the legislature chooses to change 
the meaning of our slogan, Alabama

It is printed in a teachers p#riddi-Tpooaible the transfer of teachers 
in accordance with personal and 
cal: But it is for the public. We 
hope it may be reprinted in many 
newspapers. It deals with a mat­ 
ter that concerns the public tre­ 
mendously—the kind of men and 
women they bring into the lives of 
boys and 
girls. 
Everyone vjho 
looks back over his life recalls a 
few people who inspired him, lift­ 
ed him to new heights, awakehed 
new powers, opened doors, made 
opportunity seem 
a living 
fire. 
These were his teachers whether 
he found them in school or out. 
To multiply the number of these 
radiant personalities in the school­ 
room is the biggest single task 
ahead of organized society. 
To 
draw into the schools the best .tal­ 
ent and to make teaching a solid, 
substantial 
profession 
in °very 
community is a vital challenging 
task to this generation. All this 
can be done if teaching is recog­ 
nized at its true value of the com­ 
munity. How shall it be recog­ 
nized ? 
First, higher salaries. 
Society 
cannot afford to have teachers live 
cramped lives. It cannot afford to 
have poverty in their souls, ft is 
poor policy to pay more to the 
people who clothe, feed, haul, and 
amuse us than we pay to the peo­ 
ple who open the doors of oppor­ 
tunity 
and 
growth. 
Teachers 
should be paid as well as lawyers, 
doctors, and engineers are paid. 
If they have not the training to 
command that reward they should 
be encouraged to obtain it. Such a 
salary schedule 
must 
mean for 
many small communities that the 
teacheqwiU(,be th» highest paidper- 
soh there since teachers are more 
numerous than any other profes­ 
sional group. In the long run soci­ 
ety gets what it pay for. If it real- 
y believes that life is more im­ 
portant than things, then it should 
be willing to pay the people who 
mold life at least as much as it 
pays the people who make things 
Material wealth has increased rap­ 
idly in America during recent de­ 
cades and no group has done more 
to make this increase possible than 
teachers. On one hand they have 
helped to elevsfce habits of living 
and on the other they have pre­ 
pared youth for increasingly effi 
cient service. ,

In 
the vast areas where teachers are 
hired from year to year, Febru 
ary marks the beginning of the 
annual unrest.

The cheek bone, as it is commonly called, 16 not solid, like some 
of the long bones, but is hollow instead. 
The cavity 
opens into the nasal space. 
The thin mucous mem­ 
brane lining the nose passes through the passage­ 
way into this space and spreads out over its inner 
surface, just as paper covers the wall of a room. 
The cavity in the cheek, which I have just de­ 
scribed, is called the “antrum,” or sometimes the 
“maxillary antrum.” 
The antrum is one of several similar cavities 
opening into the nose. 
All such spaces are called 
“nasal sinuses,” or “nasal accessory sinuses.” 
One of these lies in the hollow bone under the 
inner end of the eyebrow. 
This is the frontal 
sinus. 
There are two of these particular sinuses, 
just as there are two antrums, or two antra, as the 
doctors would say. 
The remaining cavities are known as the “sp h e\ 
noidal sinuses.” 
They are deop-seated cavities, 
lying deeply embedded in the bones behind the nose. 
In spite of the fact that I want to tell you particularly about 
disease of the antrum. 1 have m en-t 
tioned all the other sinuses, because 
each of them is liable to have ex­ 
actly the same form* of disease. 
They are ail hollow spaces, lined 
with mucous membrane and opening 
Into nasal cavities. The same condi­ 
tions whkh affect one may attack 
unother. or all the others at the same 
time.
